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Weighting Trotters. 


Kalamazoo, Mien., March 28, 1877. 

Kditob Cbicaoo Fiild:-I wan pleased to read in the .Spirit of 
March 24th. an article from ray old frleud and thorough horaeiuau. too, 
S. T. B., of Chatham, Outario. It affords me great pleasure as well as 
valuable Information to carefully read a communication upon the sub¬ 
ject of toe weights, etc., especially when t know it is written over the 
Initials of a sober, practical, working horseman; one that I know has 
experimented In many different wavs on shoeing and toe weights. 
Such communications aro of great value to traiuers. drivers and horse- 
nieu generally, much more thau the due articles that are beautifully 
written by lawyers, etc., who have no real practical knowledge of what 
the; are writing about. 

While I agree with 8. T. B. in most of his article, I remember the 
words of ”110001*'' Burns: 

Would some power the giftee gee us, 

To see ourselves as others see ns. etc. 

Belog a Canadian by blnh 1 know something about the weights In 
that couutry. As early as 1858-7,1 saw a match trot between Mr. John 
Mercer’s horse (then and still Sheriff of Kent county, of which Chat¬ 
ham is Ihe county town) and Dr. Donelly'e (of Chatham) mare, at Blen¬ 
heim, 12 miles south of Chatham, four miles from where I lived at that 
time. 1 was only a mere boy at that time, but managed to get to see 
the trot. It was on the road known as Talbot street. The race was for 
a $100 a side If I remember right, and on the square too. Sheriff 
Mercer has since made several matches and I know they were on the 
square, for I had usually bet against him and 1 Invariably lost The 
Sheriff won the first trot I ever saw for inouey, and won every match 1 
ever knew him to make except one. and that ended In a draw, although 
bad the race been trulted out. the Sheriff would have wou It, no doubt. 
8. T. B. drove the Sheriff's horse lu that race, and that must have beeo 
twelve years ago, and he has, as he says, been there frequently 
ever since, so he knows something about Canada and Canadian 
trotters too. But I am surprised that "S. T. B.” knew nothing about 
toe weights at that time, or at least weights; for as early as '63 1 used a 
weight ou a horse, owned afterwards at Chatham, and knowu there as 
old St. Lawrence, or Kltzeimooa' St. Lawrence, and be was the first 
horse I ever drove In a race for money. It was over the same track 
(Mineral 8pringa. Chatham.) that Mollie Morris trotted—or rather, 
paced—her first race, that ”8. T. B." speaks of, aud the same year I 
thluk. "S. T. B." drove Black Hawk against me In that race, but St. 
Lawrence won handy In straight beats, the last in :49, and it was the 
fastest trotted over that track for some time. My frieud, Sheriff Mer¬ 
cer. was one of the judges iu that race, and he was a great frieod of 
"8. T. B.” and Black, too. and a bitter enemy of St. Lawrence. 
Alter the race was over the Sheriff came to me with the watch in bis 
hand and said, with an oath, "Bill, you drove him well;" aud contin¬ 
ued. “a man could have won a thousand dollars from mo, if he had bet 
that-hull could have trotted In 2:50." 

Mollie Morris at that time was called Little Wonder, and that Winter 
sue run away a few times and was sold to Billy Burrell very cheap— 
•out* said $40—but not so cheap. I drove her several times that 
winter, and thought her about the nearest to a good-for-nothing 

§ lecs of horseflesh, aud a pony at that. that I ever saw. Alone towards 
pring. If I remember right, John Northwood (the man that'sold her 
to Armstrong) bought her; and it seems to me this was the second lime 
Northwood owned her. She was turned out aud ran out all Summer, 
and In the Kail, I think it was. Armstrong saw her. and liked her. 
Northwood sold her to him for $180 gold. Why 1 speak of tala mare so 
particularly is, that I claim the right man got her first at the right time, 
tor had oven Armstrong got her a few mouths before when ebe was up 
ou end after her runaway, and commenced working her. In my opinion 
she never would have amounted to anything but a good-for-nothing 
ponv. But you see it was some time after her runaway, aud she hod 
had a run to grass, and was cooled out. aud bad forgotten all about It. 
Arm-trotig hitched her double, aud drove her upwards of 80 miles over 
the road, which was all In her favor. Still further, if 1 remember right, 
Armstrong told me the next Kail when I saw her at Poutiac. Mich 
that he bad won 14 races with her that season 

sod she never had beaten :40 or made a break In any of them, 

which, lu my opinion, was greatly the cause of her 

being what she is to-day, a steady trotter. I think It 
Is one of the greatest advantages to a horse to 

trot his first race* without making a break or being put to a very 

severe test, while It la a great disadvantage to a horse as a steady 
trotter to be allowed to break at all. Many trainers think they 
most learn them to be good breakers while I think we should Unit 
fetch them to be good and steady trotters, as Armstrong did Little 
Wonder for that was her first name, and should be her name to-day for 
I, !?.* " IUl1 ”" wonder sure. My old friend 8. T. B.. or "Seth," as we 
call him. misses the mark once In awhile himself, as well as the rest of 
ha. Surely, according to his own statement, hla handling of Mazo -Mu 
to® Is »little wild, and characteristic of "Seth for If any sane man 
will slop a moment, arter reading carefully the number of raat trials he 

E sve him in so short a time he will say at once, "'Seth,'you might 
ave eotlrely discouraged so fast e horse, for it 1* that fast rate of 
•peed before a horse la seasoned to It, and especially at a gall or 
|W of going that he la not accustomed to, that la very 
likely to ruin the would-be best horse In the world." Any 
“lan that thinks he can take the best horse that 

•ver lived and make him slay np and trot heats In ;20 or belter In a 
tew weeks handling Is very foolish Indeed or would allow a horse to 
trot a mile In *:*), or any place near It. and especially with heavy shoe* 
and toe weights on In leas than six months after commencing to work i 
J »»y. In my opinion, they are very foolish Indeed; for that rea- 


,nt them tu several Weeks. But it ue Is auy ways speed; It ueeds grea> 
caution on the part of the trainer, or otherwise he will allow him U 
«peed top fast and rar, too eoon; for that reason I use toe weights as 
light and as seldom as I can to make my horse Improve gradually, and 
never use them as long as tny horse goes square and continues to 1 m- 
prove witbout them, even If he improves slowly. 

I believe boraea that improve elowly aro much more apt to be 
g*>d old trotrers, uoleaa they are in the baud* of prudent trainers; and 
l usually notice the horses that come (as It is called.) quickly or soon 
In the .Spring are very apt to be sent a fast trial long before they should 
be- Jt i* the faat trials that does the injury to any horse and especl- 
ally before he baa had yeare of experience and in condition at that; aud 

l will always believe until the day I die. that had Smuggler been trotted 
a dozen or so race* well within himself, which be could have been and 

won them all, be would never have beeu beaten by any hone (but one) 
that ever trotted. But when they started him at Buffalo In that great 
race among flyera. old stagers aud •layer*, it waa always the greatest 
wouder to me that he ever was worth a farthing after those very many 
long and Tast scorings, aud trotting a heat 00 fast. too. I say I wouder. 
yes, I do. and If be bad not had a constitution of Iron and pluck be- 
youod comparison he never would have been worth a penny as a trot¬ 
ter ever afterwards. But while Smuggler stood ail this and more too 
we should not think for a moment that there are more than two or 
three (If any) Smugglers among the many thousand trottera that would 
like to be Smugglers. 


Biasings on the Coming Campaign. 


I would much prefer a trotter for trotting (racing) or road use that 
never bad a toe weight on. eveu If he could uot show quite so much 
speed by the watfb for a mile, aod especially for a spurt or quarter If 
they were equally square galled; aud look out if it was a loug hard con 
tested race that the slow horse with the light shoes ou would not get to 
the wire first after a few heats anyway. 1 hardly ever use very heavy 
loe weights, but If I do, I never let my horse speed as fast as he can 
with over 24 ozs. on. shoe aod all. that Is.if he cao speed anyways fast; 
for I rarely if ever knew a horse to be speeded very fast for a mile at 
a crack, say two or three times a week, for several weeks, with over 
that weight on witbout the horse belog either sort of discouraged or 
his from legs swollen aud sore, or perhaps worse, a tendon seriously In¬ 
jured or a quarter crack. Although if the horse is ahod properly with 
the right kind of a bar shoe he will never have quarter crack, no differ¬ 
ence how heavy the shoo and weights are. 

Speaking of discouraging a fast horse; there is much more danger of 
d scourag ng a fast horse when he Is out of condition than there Is in 
discouraging one that is not so fast, even though ha is nnt hfirdv nr 


Editor Chicago Field. —It is presumed and hoped you will admit 
Into jour valuable, instructive aud spicy paper timely and appropriate 
matter perlaiulng to the trotting horse and how it has and may affect 
his owner.

I And the training aud weighting of trotting horses very similar to the 
train ng aud mauagerneut of children, for In very many respects they 
are alike, and they require tbe same kind, careful treatment in order 10 
have good, willing performers, with flue, mild tempers aud a loving 
disposition generally. I very frequently take little boys and girls rid- 
ing with me day after day In order that I may learn how to succeasfully 
manage them, that they will love and delight to obey me. I find there 
e nothing so good as indulgence. You do as they want you to do and 
that makes them glad to do os you want them to do. So it is with a 
col*, or new beginner at trotting. 1 flud the boys that want the most 
andare forever wantingiogothis way and that way and always Into 
mischief, are always the most loving and obliging. So It Is with youug 
trotters; if you ctn have patience to iudulge them, and avoid croating 
them so as to spoil tbeir temper which is a very essential thing to quarel 
against, either in a youug trotter or a boy. Without a good mild 
temper you might aa well throw your money in the Are as to pay en- 
tries among the clas* of trotters we have now a days, thinking to get It 
back by winning; and if you have spoiled your boy’s temper, it is a very 
serious thing Indeed, fortbe boy’e temper the same as the youug trotter, 
entirely depends upon the treatment and general management while 
young. Some are more easy managed than others; but it does not 
follow that those that are tbe easiest managed are either tbe best and 
fastest trotters or tbe best and smartest boys, but rather the reverse 
although that is uot always the case. When I get a horse or boy that 
has been crossed and fooled with, banged and Jerked I find he Is 
always expecting it. and iu fact is always ready for a light any moment 
and would rather have one than not; but when he does a wroug act or 
you see he is about to do It first, speak kind to him. and if he wants to 
go In any particular direction or anything of that kind allow him to do 
It. anil after you have given him his own way for sometime, theu kind 
of want hlui to do something for you and ninety-nine times in a bun 
dred he is pleased to do it, and as soon as you see he Is willing, do not 
wait until be Is tired, but at once say, ’’that is a good little msn that 
will do, etc., etc., aud in this way you will soon have your horse or 
boy so they will never get mad or make a break, and in this wav you 
can make a mild tempered steady trotter, willing to do anything for 
you, and as horse so boy too. It is always a great pleasure for me 
lo let new begiuners at trotting have their own way. and If they are 
always at something new and mischievous I am always looklug for 
them to do tbe right thing some day, and strike a square trot ana Im¬ 
prove at It every day. 80 it Is with little boys that are always into 
something or wauling something, although your patience may almost 
wear out before the change takes place. Yours, etc.. Up and Up.

He drove and rode Lan 
eat In nearly all race*, had Lady Thorn when ebe first came to Ken 
turky, and was a long time In tbe employ of Commodore Vanderbilt, 
tratnlngand driving Mountain Boy In all hla races. A few yoara ago 
McLaughlin purchased the fsrm on which he died for the purpose of

ringers. Another, “Yah Aroerikauskl” states in last Jan- 
uarys number of Wallace'* Monthly, viz: “I saw him (Smuggler) 
beat Goldsmith Maid at Cleveland without raising his bead ouce. and 
that day he could trot around the field anywhere. He (Smugler) beat 
al Hartford though he never got credit for it,” etc. 

TJje New York Spirit of the Times in Its issue December 2d, 
187B gave a ent and partial description of the horse Great Eastern

.voninly . viz: *1 entered my horse Mnzomanie through the circuit 
from Cleveland to Springfield. Ue has any amount of speed, but is a 
little excitable so lhat if the Judges wink at the jockey drivers be could 
be rendered unsteady aud thus beaten. Ue wou several heats aud made 
a record or 2:23W.” It was soon known among the drivers and gam- 
tilers that no bargau or sale could be made with my driver,” etc. 

lde result was that In almost every race my driver was 
offered a consideration not to win. At Buffalo be waa offered oue-half 
tne purse; at Hartford, where my horse made hla record of he 
was offered the Ural money ($1,250), and then was offered #1 500. and 
that too by a president of a trotting association lu full standing in the 
National Association—all of which waa declined and the result dually 
was my horse was beaten,” etc. 

“In the race at Hartford. Hannah D. fouled him by nailing in ahead 
or him, and broke him np. etc. AM of which wae wit netted hy the 
judges, and Hannah D. was almply set back.” 

My horse here whs a 
little rank, having been let up for a couple of weeks in consequence of 
a alight Injury. My driver thought it best, owing to the condition of 
hla horse to keep him steady and not. attempt to win the first heot. un 
leee he could do to and not have hla horse become excfted.”etc. "By this 
time it was discovered that my horse would win. and my driver was 
taken oift under tbe pretence that be was not driving to wlu. My 
driver protested sgalnst it and asked to drive another neat, but to no 
purpose. The new driver got up and ray horse was ruu Into, and 
fouled. and kept back by Joe Brown, nutll Adelaide could win that 
neat, etc. 'The sixth beat my horse was run Into tbe fence and held 
there until Adelaide could wiujlt. This was so reported by tbe patrol 
judges, but the Judges took no notice of It. It is stated that two of the 
Judges were in the pool box, and that my driver waa taken out fearing 
he might win,” etc. 

Mr. Broadband further states over hla signature: ’’Take the case of 
ThorndBl© aud Albemarle at Buffalo. In this race Albemarle had the 
advantage In speed of at least five seconds, still Thorudale was declared 
the winner, and did win by the help of two other horses,” etc. 

Yet tbe mero fact that the above associations are among the, if not 
the, wealthiest associations ought to keep them above surL 
suspicions from even tbe most exacting person*. It i* 
also trne the partlt* whose testimony are above given 
are influential aud reliable. The above charges w»-ie 
made oyer three months ago. and so far as I can see In the said publics 
tlona the charge* there stand to this day undenied or even die 
puted. That alone is ample proof at least to me that the above charge* 
fl! «<* •nbstantlally true If trotting association* are formed 

for the object of fleecing the horse owners, it 1* high time for the borne 
owners to now seriously contemplate such matters before they form

Not long ego one of the drst sportsmen 
In Germany, who has e very Ane t*am. grevely Informed the renders of 
S cotoinporery that they bed not settled wbst the heed ought to tie; end 
then calmly requested Englishmen to welt until this point bad been set¬ 
tled. I em convinced we must settle the matter for ourselves; end by 
compering the numerous speclmcus of the breed now In Euglaud by re¬ 
ferring to old engravings aud descriptions of the dog, and by 
considering the polule of kludred breeds, I believe we shall 
»rrl*« ** » •utlifectory conclnsiou before Germany has well began.

Since the days of “•trike*” In the colliery dlatrlcta, and the high 
wage* <>blamed by the colliers consequent thereon, etoriea Illustrative 
of the absurd extravagance of this portion of the community are of 
very frequent occurrence. In nearly all the coal district* of the north 
or England one of the great source* of amusement of toe miuera ia rab 
bit coursing, for which sport they keep a kind of greyhound with—we 
should say from what we have aeeu of the breed—a good deal of the 
terrier in it* composition. As to the particular cro«s, however, used to 
produce this an tnal. we could uot vouch, hut Would refer those who 
desire to be enlightened ou the point to the sheep farmers of the neigh¬ 
boring districts, whose complaints of the injuries caused to their flocks 
by the colliers’ dogs are frequent and bitter, indicating too intimate an 
acquaintance with them. Wheu. however, we learn as a 

positive fact that a Sheffield collier is In the habit 
of buying -two nice little lega of Welsh mutton" per 
week for his dog, we must condemn the collier rather than the 
dog for having cultivated to such au ioconveuient extent the lame for 
rnuuou in the latter a* to cause it to prefer U sometimes, by way of 
ctuuge, we presume, with the wool on, when the best cuts are served 
out toilt at home In a ChrUlian like manner. The damages however 
esnsed amongst sheep are might a* compared with the more serious re- 
•nils to'human being* of un outbreak of rabies amongst the collier*’ 
dogs which swarm In the mining neighborhoods. There cau be little 
doubt that If the present rabid epidemic did not originate iu the colliery 
districts, they uow are. aud have been for sometime the great centre* 
rrom which the seeds of the dire malady are scattered broadcast. The 
oumerous Instances of hydrophobia aud rabies In man aud animal re¬ 
ported from these localities by us from time to time, are sufficient 
proof of this. The following circumstances will, besides showing how 
rabies ia spread iu these distract*, and thence throughout the couutry 
furnish an .nterestlng Instance of how some of the intelligent Black 
Couutry gentry dispose of their loose cash. “A curious and authentic 
l\ OT L 1 A ,,yi * local contemporary has come to the knowledge of the 
ebefneld correspondent of the Manchester Courier , as to the way 
*hich the colliers’ rabbit coursing dogs are kept. 
A Sheffield miner took hla dog, valued at £40 
!?, V v « lt,rl,mry BUr 8® on fur advice, telling the latter he did not 
think the animal was right, a* she would not "eat her mutton the day 
berore. and that morning she couldn't hev her eggs and port wine." On 
beibg questioned as to her diet, be replied that he usually bought 
two nice little legs of Welsh mutton" for her every week, hut that a* 
•he could not he tempted to a slice out of the middle or a leg. hs began 
jo fear she might be out of sort*. Fresh eggs aud wine he considered 
beat for these dog*; port be thought was most suitable for them, and 
not sherry, as some recommend. It proved that this fastidious animal, 
whose want of appetite had caused her master so much uneasiness for 
ine state of her health, was indeed very much out of sorts, as the veterl* 
jury aurgeou prouhuuced her mad. Her owner admitted that ehe had 
bitten numerous other dogs, and, what is still worse, several human 
belnga, but on being asked to inform the persons bitten, and the 
owners of the dogs, replied. "Nay, not I, they muu folud it out." 
This coll «r earns from 50s. to 60s. a week, and It I* stated ho* a wifa 
ana ramily whose subsistence pretty much depend* 00 the quality end 
quantity of the leavings of tble epicurean dog, and It*reflneu and Intel- 
hfeui master English Exchange.

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Random Notes from London. 

The first big. event of the year in the racing world of 
England was decided on Tuesday last at the March Croydon 
Meeting. Though it was an "illegilioiate" race as turf 
writers delight io calling steeple chasing and hurdle-racing, 
yet the International Handicap Hurdle Ruce is quite an im¬ 
portant affair. A large sum is added to the stake, £500, 
and this is a sure draw for owners. Last year, the late Mr. 
Verrall, the enterprising lessee of the course decided to give 
£500 for this race, and big as the venture was it proved a 
isking one with owners who patronised it with a large num¬ 
ber of entries. This year the success was equally great, no 
less than 120 having been entered; of this number til cried 
off at d sovs. each, wheo the handicap was declared, and of 
the remainder 10 came to the post. 1 never knew u better 
and steadier favorite for any race than Mr. Patiwick's 
Broadside, who almost from the announcement of the 
weights stood at the head of the quotations, and at n 
gradually diminishing price until, starting at only 3 to 1 
against him,he afforded excellent hedging for those who had 
taken 9 to 1 six week's since. He could’nl get home, 
however, even in the first three, although half a 
mile from home he looked all over a winner, and Scamp 
a six-year old son of the Duke of Hamilton's Hake, a Derby 
favorite of 1887, whoso defeat of Col. Pearson's filly 
Achievement in the first Middle Park Plate was one of the 
events of 1800, came in the easiest of winners, landing the 
snug little sum of £1,275. Scamp has not been a particu¬ 
larly forlunate horse during his turf cureer, though at limes 
bis success was very fluttering. As a three-year old he won 
the Goodwood and Brighton stakes, but the following year 
the best thing he could do was to run second to Aventuriere 
for the Goodwood Cup, and behind the pair were such good 
ones as Trent, Apology and Kaiser. Last year he walked 
over for the Whip at Newmarket. He is a horse of good 
stamina and I do not think a horse of his class ever look to 
jumping before. It would not do to take good performers 
on the “the fiat' 1 and turn them to getting “over slicks" un¬ 
til Mr. Verrall aturted his £500 added money; and now that it 
is seen that good money will without doubi bring out good 
Helds of high class horses, that gentleman's example will 
be followed elsewhere. The remainder of the racing at the 
meeting does not call for comment; the United Kingdom 
Grand Handicap Steeplechase, which a few years ago was 
the big attraction panning out with eir acceptore out of 27 
entries—not very Haltering to the handicappur, 1 must say. 
It resulted in a walk over, Spectra performing this operation 
»od securing the forfeits thereby. 

The legitimate rucing season commences as usual with the 
Lincoln meeting the week after next, the principal race be- 
iug the Lincolnshire Handicap over the straight mile course 
for which Petrarch,last year’s Two Thousand Guineas and St. 
Leger winner is entered with the nice steadier of 135 lbs! 
What would they think of that in Kentucky the land of 
the lightweights. Big ns the impost is still l think that 
with .uck Lord Dupplin's colt will just about pull through. 
Of course the field of starters is sure to be large and a lot of 
the light weight division will be under orders to make the 
runniug as fast as they can, so that with their anxiety to get 
off well false starts will be pretty sure to delay the ruce. 
Now Petrarch is not the most sensible tempered horse in 
the world and if he takes to fretting at the post it is then all 
up with him and bis chance of winning. At present Pour- 
suivant is moBt fancied and certainly it does look like a big 
thing for Petrarch to give him a year and 14 lbs. Next to 
him comes Bruce a three year old who is unfortunately not 
entered in the Derby. He has to carry 100 lbs so that there 
is only 25 lbs between him and Petrarch. Admiral Kous 
scale of weight for age allows 19 lbs difference between a 
three and a four year old next monLh, and this month it 
ought to be more. Throwing that off, however, Bruce is only 
in receipt of 8 lbs from Petrarch and that the youngster is 
good enough to beat the Leger winner at that difference I 
for one must wait until I see the race before 1 can believe it 
possible. 

For the classic races, as the Two Thousand, Derby and 
8t. Leger are called, the Frenchmen arc at the head of the 
poll with Cbamant, belonging to Count Lagrange, whose 
triple victory with Gladiateur in 1805 carried dismay into 
the British camp. A more than usually well informed fol¬ 
lower of the turf told me a few days ago that he considered 
it simply a question of health with Cbamant, but we must 
wait a bit as there is plenty of time for half a dozen favorites 
logo wrong before tlieTwo Thousand saddling bell rings. 

Next to the hurdle race tbe most important topic of dis¬ 
cussion ibis week has been tbe Cambridge crew, which ar¬ 
rived on Monday last at Putney to complete their practice 
for the 'varsity race with Oxford on March 21tb. Of course 
I went to see their first essay as everybody who pretends to 
be anybody does. I strolled down to Hammersmitb, crossed 
the bridge and so along the towpatb down to the London 
Rowing Club house at Putney. Years ago when 1 first used 
to see the 'varsity race the number of spectators could be 
counted by hundreds along the bank, but now the'ordinary 
practice rowing of the crew is of sufficient interst to bring out 
nearly as many as formerly saw tbe race. A very large number 
of tbe pedestrians on the towpalh were ladies, but down at 
the boat house the spectators were nearly all of the sterner 
sex. The London Club bad a four out to get a look at the 
Cantabs at close quarters. Playford, the crack amateur 
sculler was stroke, 8. L. Smith behind him and then Gulston 
and Labat two of the London Centennial crew; Howell 
stroke of (hat crew was out in a pair oaf with Hastie one of 
the best oarsmen on the Thames and stroked the winning 
eight at Henley last year. On the bank were to he seen 
such notables as E D. Brickwood “Argonaut” of The Field 
and bis brother L. D. Brickwood also an acquatic scribe, 
Leverell of Belle Life , Bill Gale of the Advertiser, Wood- 
gate of the Sportsman and all the rest of the rowing editors 
of London. That tall young fellow with tbe light mous¬ 
tache and peculiar receding eyes putting me.in mind of 
Billy Edwards, is Mr. Goldie who turned the tide in favor of 
Cambridge when success seemed to be impossible, that was 
in 1870 if my memory serves me. He is talking with 
Mr. James B. Close the coach of the crew and 
whose brother, W. B. Close, was tbe member of the 
Cambridge crew who fainted twice at Philadelphia while 
racing. Mr. W. B. looks all right enough now, but I hardly 
think I would like to trust him again over a severe courss 
like that from Putney to Mortluke. A bail behind me 
causes me to turn round, and here I meet Higgius and 
Thomas of tbe Thames professional four, and coming out 
of the boat house opposite where we are sliindiog is little 
Spencer, the bow of that crew. He is in bis rowing clothes 
with a heavy “sweater" on, and is just about to start out 
for u pull as far as Cbeswick, for he is training for bis 
n.aleb against young Clasper, of Oxford. This man 
•trolling quietly along and nodding familiarly * to many a 
Passer-by you would at once recognize by his large though 


well formed nose and angular Scotch features as Joe Sadler, 
of Teddioglon, one of the moat finished scullers of bis day, 
and who, after poor Renforlb's untimely deulh, held the 
championsnip of England till Trlckett, the Australian giant, 
beat him jasl June. His grey hairs are indications enough 
that Joe like many another good man must make way lor 
the younger generation. 

But the crew are getting afloat, so I must leave off gener¬ 
alizing and get to work. To speak candidly 1 was anything 
but favorably impressed with the crew. They Seemed to 
have bud already just as much work as they could stand 
and more than one had a jaded appearance to my eye. As 
soon as they were all in the boat they paddled down to the 
aqueduct and then turning tbe boat's bead up slrenin got 
ready for their introductory spin. Mr. J. B. Close look up 
bis position in the bow of the steam yacbl Marguerite, and, 
as the crew came past him followed on, keeping up a run¬ 
ning tire of instructions to the different members of the 
crew. The time was fairly good, though at limes the mid¬ 
dle ones hurried a bit too much, but the form was any¬ 
thing but complete. Feun, at No. 3, being much below his 
fellow members in style and making the swing look bad in 
the forward part of the boat. The stroke was only 32 to 
the minute, and yet tbe rowing was anything but clear, 
splashing at the beginning and a slovenly style of com¬ 
mencing tbe feather detracting much of the appearance of the 
real work done in the boat. It is possibly unfair to crit¬ 
icise too closely tbe crew's first appearance on strange 
water, and more especially as next week I can say some¬ 
thing about both. The OxonlanB will be up in a day or two. 

Hardly had the ink got dry of the third edition of Mr. 
Wilkinson’s Modern Athletics than bis list of best perform¬ 
ances on record are cut to pieces. First, Mr. Gibb, of the 
London Athletic Club, paid a visit to Cambridge on Satur¬ 
day (March 8), and ran in the OpeD three-mile handicap. 
He wus beaten by C. B. King, of St. John's College, who 
had 400 yards start; but his limes were as follows: One 
mile, 4:48; two miles, 9.40; three miles, 14:48. Hitherto, 
Mr. Scott's 15:8 3 5 had been the best amateur performance, 
and that was done six years ago, March 25, 1871. To show 
what a really grand performance this is, however, 1 need 
only compare it with the best on record, 14:30, by J. White, 
done in 1803, for an amateur to come witbio 10 seconds of 
the best time done by a professional at this distance is cer¬ 
tainly "tail” going. 

Your Chicago pedestrian O'Leary has been singularly un¬ 
fortunate here, but all admit that he is an extraordinary 
man and fur ahead of Weston. His latest race was a 300- 
mile-racc with Peter Crossland, of Manchester, and iD it all 
the best recorded time from 142 miles up to 287 were beaten. 
O'Leary did the marvelous feat of walking 205 2-9 miles in 
48 hours, a belter performance by 10 mile’s than had ever 
been done before. Your man then led by about three and 
a half miles, so that you will see that Crosslund was also 
bearing time as well M u,e front nmn. During the third 
day O'Leary's feet b.egun to give out and Crosslahd got in 
front so far that he was 20 miles ahead at 287, aud O'Leary 
very wisely gave up the race. It would occupy too much 
space to give a more detailed time schedule than the follow¬ 
ing: 
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I suppose you know lhalO’Lcary and Weston are matchei 
to walk a week’s walk in Euster week, either at the Agricul 
tural Hall or Lillie Bridge grounds. The former would b< 
at once chosen if it were not that the proprietors ask £80( 
($4,000) for the hire of it for a week. Thai, when tbe ad 
mission is only 25 cents, is “crowding the mourners" a littli 
too much, and unless belter terms are made the Hall peopli 
wont have the chance of touching any of the gate money 
Sir John Astley, whom I mentioned at the head of the Idle 
as being the owner of Scamp, is the trucker of Weston; rnlb 
er peculiar, isn’t it? I mean that Sir John should be con 
nected in some way with my opening and concluding note 
The stakes are £300 a side, the largest sum of money cvci 
put up on a professional pedestrian match.

A Trip to Tuclterton, N. J. 


Editok Chicago Field:— Some days since “Homo" pro 
posed a visit to Tuckertoo, N, J, 1 coosenied, aud od bat- 
urdav last we Blarled in tbe 5 p m. train on the Burlington 
Co. It. R. Both of us being well acquainted with the route 
and the surrounding country we were soon engaged in re¬ 
peating “ancient history" in something like the following 
strain: “It was there that Bob B. and I made a big bag of 
sDipe,” pointing to the meadows bordering the Pensauken 
creek; “it was there we had such good cock shooting, and 
there that ‘Dot’ was struck by a locomotive aud thrown 
from the bridge to eventually recover and make one of tbe 
best natives in the country." Thus we lulked as on we sped 
through the thriving towns of Merchunlsville (comprised 
mainly of handsome country seats), and ancient Moores 
town, and Mount Holly, and at about 9 p. m. arrived at our 
destination, to find that our good bust of the Carlcton House 
had prepared just such a meal lor us as we could appre¬ 
ciate and would gladden the stomach of any one not 
troubled by dispepsia aftur our 80 miles ride. 
Havmg done juttice thereto, and lighting our 
cigars we were ready for the 40 drops of something 
pure and strong (just to wash it down, you know) 
that followed; then were ready for a look at his kennel, for 
our host of the Carleton is a sportsmuu, and a good one loo 
be it known*, as tbe antlers and other trophies of bis prow¬ 
ess around his house will testify, und, not least of all, knows 
the want of, and how to entertain those of the dog and gun. 

First of all was imported Nellie and her whelps. Sue is 
a handsome creature, white and black licked; it is seldom 
in this part of the country that one has hid eyes gladdened 
hv the sight of an handsome bitch. Good all over it would 
be hard to place your finger on a weak point, with a coat 
like silk, u head in ample proportion, but uot fleshy; a good 
neck, not throaty; deep, narrow chest, ribbed well Lack 
strong loin, good legs and feet capable of standing hard 
work, which in seuson she has plenty of, and her master 
thinks so well of her that he has a standing wager, open to 
all comers, to bunt her for a purse on snipe, woodcock und 
quail, aggregate poiuts to couut. Her whelps numbering 
eleven, by Homo’s Pedigree, are the livliesl for their age I 
have ever seen; in color they are black and white and chest¬ 
nut and white; have full well-shaped heads and are very 
strong and hearty, and it is a beautiful sight to see them— 
some asleep, others awake waddling about, others growling 
and snurliug at one another us they are wont to do, 
while Nell sits quietly by, guziug lovingly at them! 
Although I have seen and owned many, these are the 
handsomest I have ever seeu, and it did not lake me long 
to make up my mind that one of the beauties should be 
miue before 1 returned to this city; und although owning 
eight there was one more that I must have, and am happy 
to say that in due course of time he will be number mue. 
His kennel also contains a handsome chestnut colored bitch, 
runnie by name, and a young Bisniurck, who, he asserts,' 
will make his mark next season. Last was the tirst season 
for both Fannie and Biz, and they were only hunted 
sufficiently to give good promise for the future, being re¬ 
served to break more thoroughly on snipe the comine 
season. 

After several other forty drops had been imbibed, we 
turned in only to hear loo soon the sound of the breakfast 
gong. After dressing and purtuking, a visit to Nell wus 
again in order, und that prince of good fellows, J. J. P., aud 
his Iriend, Mr. G., urriviug a sail was proposed. Huviog 
secured ihc use of a yacht belonging to ihe Collector of the 
tort, we put aboard the usual suggestive looking black 
bottles, and hud her lieuded across the bay to Long Beach 
aud Beach Haven, where we arrived after a delightful sail 
having disturbed many ducks,brant and geese, which sailed 
swiftly to more remote portions of tbe bay. Beach 
Haveu is a seaside resort, composed of say titty houses 
bolds included, but is ut this season of the year 
deserted. This is the coming place—one of the coolest, in 
bummer receiving the full benefit of an almost constant sea 
breeze; where musquilucs are staugers, with as tine bulbing 
us auy along Ihe coast; with a buy well slocked with flsli of 
numerous varieties; fine shooting for geese, brant, ducks, 
and all ihe diffcreul varieties of shore und beach birds' 
During our sutl we saw flocks of brant containing thousands’ 
they were feeding on the flats above. In case of a heavy 
storm a greut many would be killed from the islands that 
intersperse the buy, us they fly past. We visited several 
cottages, and I wus surprised at the. dryness of the utmos- 
phere that had not moulded several pairs of bools thut bad 
been allowed ro remain in the closets to do duty next sea¬ 
son; and, strange to say, the sideboards were ready for next 
season ulso, judging from the quality aud quantity of the 
contents of those we inspected The island at this point is 
not over half a mile wide from ocean to bay and 
about fifteen miles in length. The hotels cau accommodate 
upwards of six hundred guests, and any of the numerous 
readers of the Chic ago Field looking around for a pleasant 
spot to spend the bummer or a few Wick’s vacation could uot 
hit on a more pleasant or healthy spot. Convenient to the 
cities of New York and Philadelphia and easy of access by 
several trains daily from either city—but I am wundertng. 
On again arriving at the yacht we settled ourselves tor a 
quiet game of eueUre, and had scarcely finished the rubber 
when wc arrived at the wharf, from which the tow n proper 
was, perhaps, three-quarters of a mile, and ou the way 
thereto the question of ruuning arose, us is frequently the 
ease under certain circumstances, and a foot race wu, pro¬ 
posed of say fifty yards.

Farmers and Sportsmen.

Editor Chicago Field:—A s matters are going now l am 
afraid that the lime is not very far distant when, instead of 
enjoying real sport, the sportsman will have to lay his gun 
aside and depend wholly on rcminisceDses of his imagination. 

There is a great deal of quiet amusement to be bad in 
these same things of the past or in ‘'building castles in the 
air” for the future, but one likes to think over them in the 
proper season, viz.: winter, when all out of door sport is 
prohibited by .lack Frost.uod not in the Spring or Fall when 
one should be out with his faithful dog. uonc the less faith¬ 
ful because be mayar may not be a blue blood, a native, or 
a dropper, dealing death to snipe, quail, grouse, etc. 

What leads me to write the above is, that I have been 
looking over the game laws of most of the different States, 
and in some of them I find that, after making the penalties 
severe for shooting out of season, a clause is inserted giv¬ 
ing owners of land a right to shoot game on their own prem¬ 
ises. I believe this virtually makes the law a dead letter 
as far as protecting the game is concerned. It prevents the 
sportsman from shooting at certain times (though 1 do not 
believe that any man calling himself a true 
sportsman would shoot any game bird during the 
breeding season, or while the young brood were dependent 
on their parents for sustenance) but I can see any difference 
in the amount of injury done the birds by shooting out of 
season, because it is a farmer who does, and not a sports¬ 
man, though probably the birds would have some slight 
show of escape with the sportsman but not with the farmer, 
the former shooting on the wing, and the latter generally 
preferring to make a good haul by shooting into the bevy as 
ft is huddled together on the ground. In either case a nest 
of eggs or n young brood would be as effectually destroyed as 
though they were broken or had their necks wrung 
respectively. . . 

Many farmers have the idea that the law is made not for 


The Kansas Game Law. 


The following is the game law of Kansas as recently 
passed by the Stale Legislature: 

[OFFICIAL,] 

AN ACT 

For lha protection of bird*. and In ropeal chapter eighty two of Ini of 
eighteen hundred and aeveuty-alx. 

Be II enacted bg (he Legislature of the Stale of Kansas: 

Section 1. That it shall be unlawful for any person or 
persons, at any time, to catch, kill or trap, net or ensnare or 
to pursue with such talent, any wild bird, except the wild 
goose, duck, hawk, owl and snipe; and any person or per¬ 
sons violating the provisions of ibis act shall be fined in any 
sum not more than flfieen dollars, nor less than five dollars, 
for each and every offense, to be recovered in any court of 
competent jurisdiction, in the proper county; Provided, 
That it shall not be unlawful to kill the prairie chicken be¬ 
tween the first day of August and tbe first day of February, 
and it shall not be unlawful to kill quails from the first day 
of October to the first day of January of each year; And 
provided farther, It shall not be necessary on the trial of 
any action or prosecution to prove tbe true name of the bird 
caught, killed, trapped, netted or ensnared, it being suffi¬ 
cient to show that a wild bird other than those excepted in 
this act was caught, killed, trapped, netted, or ensnared by 
tbe defendant or defendants. 

Sec. 2. It shall be unlawful for any person intentionally to 
destroy or remove from tbe nest of any wild bird any eggs 
or the young of such bird, or for any purpose to buv, sell or 
have in possession, or traffic in such eggs, or willfully de¬ 
stroy the nestof any wild birds, and any person bo offending 
on conviction thereof shall be fined in tbe sum of five dot 
lars for each and every offense. 

Sec. 3. It shall be unlawful for any person, railroad, cor 
poration or express company, or any common carrier, know¬ 
ingly to transport, or to ship, or to receive for the purpose

B"y the way, couldu’l a few words about “fish protection 
be tacked at tbe end of that long parchment about rufled 
grouse, quail, jack snipe and jack rabbits. “My kingdom 
for a quail!" U now tbe popular cry, wbereas the poor fish 

is abandoned to tbe grace of God alone. 

Tbe two club houses, the "Cedar Island Fishing Club 
alias Chicago Club House, according to the local vernacular, 
aud Eigiu Club House, are both patient and resigned, and 
calmly await the day of resurrection on the first of June or 
thereabouts, as neither of the members seem very enlhusi 
astic about the gun: but en rec-mche, they make the water 
boil with sport during the three tropical months of Summer, 
when Chicago’s truest blues enliven the rustling foliage of 
the old blurt’ with song and merriment, or lull themselves 
into celestial rest in swinging hammocks rocked gently 
wiln drowsy hands till hushed in fragrant sleep by fanning 
zephyrs, or the spicy breeze; or, waking up, refresh them¬ 
selves with crystal glasses and sipping straws, then rock 
again lo the sweet music of the murmuring beach. 

If this kind of thing can’t cure dyspepsia, hypochondri¬ 
asis, lumbago, spino-meningilis, cuceplialuin cerebellum, 
monomania, cross-love and afflictions; then we abandon the 
victim to faith and prayer.

tbe importation of insecliverous birds. 

The provisions of this act shall not apply to any 
person who shall kill or catch any wild bird or birds for the 
sole purposes of preserving them as specimens for scientific 
purposes, nor to any person who shall collect the eggs or 
nests of any wild bird tor such scientific purposes: Provided, 
That in a prosecution for the violation of any of the pro¬ 
visions of this act it Bhall not be necessary for the prosecu¬ 
tion to prove that the killing or catching of any wild bird, 
or the taking of the nests or eggs, as the case may be, was 
not done for scientific purposes. 

Bec. 5. All prosecutions or suits under this act shall be 
commenced within three months after the offense is alleged

absurd, but you can’t make them believe anything else, and 
they’d rather see the “old one" and all his imps than a 
sportsman with bis dog and gun. The farmers complain 
that by the time they can get into the field the game is 
either all shot or has become so wild as to preclude the 
possibility of a shot. This is doubtless true in part, but if 
the farmers would look at the matter in a reasonable light, 
leaving the Bportsman out, they could not fail to see that 
some law was necessary, and that it was for their 
interest to uphold and observe the law, even if they 
never shot a bird. Quails and grouse do the farmer im¬ 
mense service in clearing his land of bugs injurious to his 
crops, and if he were to calculate how many of these pests 
one brood of ten or twelve birds devour in a season, he 
would never taste game rather than shoot in the Spring or 
Summer. What I have said above appltcs to one class of 
farmers; there is another class who will never allow a quail 
to be killed on their farms. This is the other extreme, and 
I propose below a [dan which will place farmers and sports¬ 
men on pleasanter terms, and be for their mutual benefit. 

Let the sportsmen in every town invite the farmers to 
join their club as honorary members. The farmers agree 
mg to allow no one but members to shoot over their farms, 
and the club agreeing to be responsible for all damage done 
to crops, etc.; also agreeing to prosecute all trespassers 
and law-breakers. ft a member has a friend whom he 
wishes should enjoy the privilege of a shoot over aoy of the 
farms, let him fill out a blank like the following: 

Peotons Spobtsnan's Club. 

Mr._. Allow the bearer, Mr. John Smith, to ehoot over jour 

farm. I will be re*ponatble for atl damages. 

Signed by member giving it. 

Now if John Smith has the misfortune to do any damage, 
the farmer calls on him for payment, if he 
is unable or unwilling to pay, the signer of the pass is 
obliged to do so, and John Smith s name is placed on a 
blacK list, and he can get no more shooting in that vicinity 
without incurring the risk of being treated as a trespasser. 

The above is not copyrighted nor is it original neverthe¬ 
less. 1 believe it is an excellent idea, and that it would do 
more to bring farmers and sportsmen together than anything 
else. It is, or was, in force in DeKalb.county, in this State, 
and worked well 1 understand. 

The great trouble is lhalfarmers class together all men who 
shoot which is manifestly as unjUBt to the true sports¬ 
man (who is always a gentleman) as to place professional 
billiard eharpere in the same category. A true sportsman 
regards the rights of others. He will not go npon a field of 
grain regardless of damage, for the sake of a shot or two; 
neither will he spend half an hour in tearing down a length 
of fence to save himself the trouble of climbing over, leav¬ 
ing it down behind him, as l have heard farmers accuse them 
of doing. Such men would not be recognized as eporumen, 
and are either pot hunters or snobs out for a nolidav. 

A sportsmen will not shoot a cow because he mistakes it for 
a deer, he knows a little too much of natural history for that, 
nor to see if be can hit it; he is always averse to indicting 
needless pain od any animal; he shoots for amusement aDd 
the health which field sports always give their devotees, and 
will leave the field in the midst of good shooting rather than 
kill more game than be and his friends can use.

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THE CHICAGO FIELD. 
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The Wisconsin FUli Commissioners Report. 

Cbioaqo, March 16, 1877. 

Editok Chicago Fikld:— Through the kinduess of Mr. A. 
Palmer of B()8cobel of the Fish Commigsiooers of Wiscon¬ 
sin, I recently received iheir third nnnuul report. As it 
contains much valuable information, 1 think your readers 
would enjoy seeing a portion of it. It shows how much 
interest is manifested in Wisconsin on this subject offish 
culture. The report says the first appropriation for fish cul¬ 
ture in the State was made in 1872, being in the sum of $.500 
subject to the direction of Prof. Baird, United States Com¬ 
missioner. 

The further sum of $300, was appropriated in 1874, and 
the Governor was authorized to np|>oint three Commission¬ 
ers. He selected Messrs. Welch, Palmer and Hoy. In 1875 
$1,000 were appointed to these Commissioners. In 1876, 
$10,000 was appropriated, and Mr. Dousuian was added to 
the commission and the Governor was cx-offlcio member. 
Tbe commission was fully organized April 1876, with a 
balance from previous approonations of $731.81. Forty 
seres of ground were purchased near West Madison on ac¬ 
count of the superior advantages of the locality, on account 
ut the number of springs, their fall, proximity to each other, 
abundance of pure cold water. The purchase was made for 
the purpose of erecting u hutching house, 25x40 feet, tene¬ 
ments 20x30, and making ponds, equiping the hatching 
bouse and to procure spawn and fish to be disposed of ac¬ 
cording to the purpose of the law. The batching house is 
located on a line spring with two ponds above it. It has a 
stone foundation, and the reservoir from which the water is 
admitted into the hatching troughs is about five feet above the 
floor, there are ten trougus. This hatching house is des¬ 
igned exclusively for Blocking the inland lakes, rivers and 
stteaius with varieties of fish suited to their waters. A tem- 
porary hatching house has been established at Milwaukee 
(or the purpose of hatching the spawn of the white fish and 
luke trout As white fish caunot be fed in artificial ponds 
like the trout, salmon and other food fishes, soon after be¬ 
ing hatched they must be placed in waters adapted to their 
growth. The propagation of the white fish must always 
constitute the leading object of the commission and the 
snicking of lakes Superior and Michigan and Green Bay. 
The Commissioners in 1875, at Pensaukee, Green Bay, 
succeeded in taking 550,000 eggs of the white fish, which 
were placed in the troughs in good condition. The heavy 
raius in the Winter of ’75 and '76, caused freshets, and all 
were lost except 12,000 and they were placed iu Geneva 
Lake. 43,000 land locked salmon eggs were procured by 
purchase and donation from the United Stales; of 
these 30,000 were hatched at Mr. Palmer’s establishment. 
From 25,000 Penobscot salmon eggs, 18,000 were hatched, 
of which 10,000 were planted in Spirit Lake. August 28, 
1876, the ponds of Mr. Palmer were flooded by a heavy rain 
storm. Only 3,000 of the fry were left, and these were 
placed in the ponds at Madison. The report slates that 
while liBb culture cun be easily carried on, there must he 
adaptation, in locatioo, water, temperature and apparatus. 
In such places accidents can be averted. 

After the Madison hutching house was built, Mr. M. D. 
Comstock was chosen Superintendent. The grounds and 
springs will admit of 27 ponds. The capacity of the hatch¬ 
ing house is 1,000,000 of the eggs of salmon, of the speckled 
trout double thut number. 86,000 of the California salmon 
ova were placed in the troughs—upwards of UU per cent, 
were hatched, the fry being very healthy. The eggs were 
sent by express from Sacramento, and were taken from the 
.McCloud river, u tributary of the Sacramento river, under 
the direction of the United States Commissioners. The 
fish full grown weigh from 15 to 20 pounds, occasionally 60 
pounds. The only expeuse attending the ova was the ex¬ 
press charge, that being equitably apportioned among the 
several Stales provided with Commissions and desiring the 
spawn. The united Stales establishment, located ut Reser¬ 
vation, Redding, California, annually distribute millions of 
the spawn of the salmon. The action of the Government 
iu this respect is a great aid to the States in the matter of 
tish propagation. Iu the ponds mentioned have been placed 
2,0011 trout of about half a pound each as breeders, about 
100,000,000 eggs have been obtained from tbem, and are in 
process of bciug batched;600California salmon were placed 
in the ponds. Those were taken from Mr. Palmer's estab¬ 
lishment, as well as 1,000 Penobscot salmon and 2,000 of the 
laud locked. It is estimated that from the hatching house 
spring, 21,000 acres of water, can be slocked. At Milwaukee 
7,000,000 of tbe white fish spawn are in proccsa ol hatching, 
and 2,000,000 eggs of the trout. The report adds the feasi¬ 
bility of fish culture has been completely settled in the af¬ 
firmative. * Many private parties have opened ponds, and the 
number is rapidly increasing, and the Commissioners give aid 
lo their enterprises. The report quotes from Commissioner 
Baird: "Applications have been received from all the States 
and four of the Territories for the distribution of food 
fishes." The work the United Fish Commissioners com¬ 
menced in 1872, and has since been prosecuted with suc¬ 
cessful results. Special attention has been directed to the 
shad, ale wives striped bass, California, Maine and land¬ 
locked salmon, white fish and carp. The Com¬ 
mission, it is beliuved, bos given entire satisfaction, 
as shown by the general popularity of the meuaures 
adopted, the general interest excited in the subject, and the 
appointment of fish commissioners in 1!) stales. It is an 
object of the greatest importance, in view of the rapidly 
increasing population. "It is not considered exaggeration 
to suy that the water can be made to yield a larger percent¬ 
age of nutriment, acre for acre, than tbe land." China de¬ 
rives the lit r get t portion of Ut animal food from tie interior 
voter> of the empire; every cubic yard of pond and itream 
it thoroughly utilized. The plan of propagating shad U to 
establish hutching camps iu March on tbe southernmost 
streams on the Atlantic slope, there to hatch all the eggs 
that can be procured, uud placing a portion of the youug 
fish in the stream where they are procurred, transmit the 
remainder lo other waters now entirely unprovided for. 
This operation would be continued by removing the camps 
nortbward os the season advanced, until the Connecticut 
river is reached toward the end of June, and from which 
the states along tbe Great Lukes, Upper Mississippi and 
Pacific slope would be supplied. The California salmon is ex¬ 
tremely hardy and prolific. The U. 8. Commission ut Upper 
Sacramento collected about 11,000,000 eggs Hix to ten mil¬ 
lion poundt of ihad and herring are taken during the Bpring 
months alone from the Polouioc river. Every stream hav¬ 
ing direct communication with ibe Gulf ol Mexico could he 
made to abound equally In degree with these and other fish 
The importanee of thie work can hardly be over-et/imated. 
Special attention Is to be devoted lo the European carp, 


especially adapted to mill ponds and sluirgish streams. It 
is the principal food of the Chinese, and can be multiplied 
at little expense. The commission desire lo introduce new 
species into waters previously uninhabited, and restore the 
full supply to streams where they were formerly plenty. 
Blind, once abundant on the Atlantic coast, furnisbed enor¬ 
mous aggregate of food and a surplus for shipment. Artifi¬ 
cial propaeatlon will restore tbe stock It is stated in 
Martin » Gazetteer that in 1834, 630,000,000 pounds of shad 
and herring were taken from the Potomac in six weeks. 
Old fishermen there corroborate the statement; neither are 
other kinds of fish included. The Commissioner of Wiscon¬ 
sin adds a letter from Mr. N. K. Fuirbunk, statin* in ’76 he 
put in Geneva Lake 1,435,000 while fish, trout uud salmon, 
and intends to hatch out in the Winter of ’76-77, 3,120,000 
white tish, trout und salmon.

We hear a rumor of a fish law; $10,090 appropria¬ 
tion; three commissioners; but, as fur us we have beard, the 
fearful committees are grimly bugging it in their dark rooms. 

It is lime some energetic steps were taken in regard to 
this important subject. Wc must look to you, Mr. Editor, 
lo help on tbe good work. Can you rouse up some of the 
interested ones to write some letters on the subject. Your 
columns cuunot be better utilized and many of your readers 
are much interested in this fish question, as we personally 
know you are. We hear a loud call for Commissioner 
Pratt to come lo the front.
